THUNDERING 


AFTER BOCHE

Allied Headquarters. Naples. June 5 (AP)—The power- 


ful Fifth Army thundered across the Tiber towardjiorthern 
Italian horizons in pursuit of~lfte 10th and 14th German 
armies today—with hardly a look at captured Rome, ancient 
seat of western civilization fallen a prize to Allied troops 
after nine months of sacrifice. 


Last ditch German rearquards died within the shadow of 


the Roman Forum and in the streets of the government 
quarter in bitter clashes as Italian partisans, barechested 
and wearing hammer and sickle insignia fought hand to 
hand with Fascists and Nazis in a brief battle for liberation. 


The Italian populace cheered American and Allied in- 


fantry and tank teams as they threaded the city's streets, 
rushed to kiss the bearded and grimy liberators and with 
shrill cries warned of ambushes ahead. 


Some of the Romans died in the city's closing hours of 


German domination—victims of machineguns they tried to 
seize almost barehanded. 


Germans Violate "Open City" 


But despite the sporadic clashes, which took place even 


though the German high command had pretended until the 
last that Rome was an open city, the Italian capital with its 
store of cultural and religious treasures apparently came 
through unscathed for the most part. 


Police officers said all was quiet at the Vatican,--where 


the Pope has been a virtual prisoner of German bayonets 
since last September. 
A Berlin broadcast said Baron Von 


Weizsaecker, German ambassador to the Holy See, "has left 
his residence in Rome, Villa Bonaparte, and moved to Vati- 
can City. Other diplomatic missions of the tripartite powers 
will move to Vatican City namely those of Japan, Hungary, 
Slovakia. Romania and Finland." 


(British correspondents in Madrid said the Pope spent 


Sunday in prayer and in consultation with Papal officials 
during the hours of violent liberation of the city. 
The 


Swiss guard has been doubled about Vatican City to prevent 
an influx of refugees. 


Expect King To Resign 


(German broadcasts said Allied diplomatic representa- 


tives to the Holy See already had left the Vatican precincts 
for their old apartments in Rome. 


(King Vittorio Emanuele was expected to hand over his 


power to Crown Prince Umberto at a formal ceremony in 
keeping with his promise of several months ago to act when 
the Allies entered Rome.) 


Although first reports from Rome were scanty concern- 


ing damage in the city, a number of demolitions were car- 
ried out by the Germans. Dispatches said the Fiat factory 
had been the scene of one such demolition, while efforts also

Pile Roads With Dead 


How well the Allies will succeed 


in the grim task of destroying the 
enemy is still to be determined 
They were pursuing columns from 
the "Nazi Tenth and Fourteenth ar- 
mies northward from Rome today 
and continuing to take a bloody toll. 
The Allied air force was piling the 
highways with dead Germans and 
shattered equipment. 


Some 20.000 prisoners had been 


taken during the 25-day old on- 
tlaught. The total of the great num- 
ber of Germans killed or wounded 
is' something which Kesselring him- 
self can't know at this time. 


Five German divisions — perhaps 


more than 50.000 men—have been 
virtually annihilated. Several others 
have been shattered. 
The great- 


est slaughter m»y be going on at 
this moment of debacle. 
Those 


troops which haven't yet retreated 
past Rome towards thc north are 
in dire danger of being trapped. 
The position of the German forces 
which have been holding between 
Rome and the sea is particularly 
precarious.

un the Rimin-Pisa line. 160 miles 
north of Rome, depends on what 
happens on those awful highways 
as his men flee from dea'h.
